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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  1964 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors. 

1 beg  lo  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  concernina  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District 
for  1964. 

I he  Registrar  General’s  population  estimate  for  1964  shows  a further 
increase  of  30.  to  30,670.  The  total  live  births  for  the  year  was  586 — an 
increase  of  38  over  1963  and  the  highest  figure  for  births  since  1947.  This 
gave  an  uncorrected  birth  rate  of  19.1  per  1,000  population. 

There  were  eleven  infant  deaths  which  makes  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
18.9  per  1.000  live  births. 

The  total  deaths  was  329.  ten  fewer  than  1963  which  gave  a crude  death 
rate  of  10.7  per  1.000  population. 

There  were  126  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  and  of  these  94  were 
due  to  measles.  There  were  no  notifications  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or 
food  poisoning.  Three  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurred  and  eight  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Bedlington  Council  continued  to  use  the  powers  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  to  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee, 
to  assist  the  chiropody  service.  In  1964,  1.072  persons  received  chiropody 
treatment  under  this  Scheme. 

The  Council  also  contributed  to  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  who 
run  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service.  During  the  year,  2,475  meals  were  delivered 
to  patients  in  the  Shire. 

1 wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
support  and  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  for  their  co-operation  and 
forbearance. 

1 he  Health  Department  stall  carried  out  their  duties  admirably  and  with 
tolerance  and  good  humour.  1 am  grateful  for  their  loyalty.

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HOUSING 


Bcdlinglonshire  lias  been  a progressive  district  council  in  dealing  with 
unfit  houses.  Every  opportunity  has  been  taken  to  replace  such  property  with 
modern  council  owned  dwellings.  They  have  also  done  much  to  assist 
voluntary  organisations  with  chiropody,  and  a Meals  on  Wheels  service  tor 
the  elderly.  Both  have  been  subsidised  by  the  local  authority. 

It  is  a pity,  then,  that  in  providing  houses  I’or  the  handicapped  and  houses 
of  special  types  for  the  elderly,  they  appear  to  have  lagged  behind  neighbouring 
authorities. 

1 a:;i  thinking  of  such  projects  as: — 

One  of  the  most  important  factors  in  the  well  being  of  old  people  is 
adequate  heating  and  freedom  from  draughts.  A survey  of  all  aged  persons' 
houses  should  be  made  to  see  that  all  windows  and  doors  fit  tightly.  Roof 
insulation  should  be  provided  where  necessary  and  double  glazing  to  the  living 
room  and  bedroom  windows. 

In  t!ie  case  of  handicapped  persons,  the  Northumberland  County  Council 
will  usually  allow  a grant  towards  improved  amenities  if  notified  prior  to 
the  work  being  started. 

lhc.se  are  suggestions  only,  but  if  they  were  implemented  they  would 
biing  as  much  benefit  to  the  elderly  as  meals  on  wheels  and  chiropody. 

1 would  ask  the  Council  to  give  earnest  consideration  to  these  points. 

1 . Provision  of  a downstairs  bedroom,  toilet  and  shower  for  patients 
unable  to  manage  stairs,  etc. — wheel  chair  patients. 

2.  Provision  of  a shower  instead  of  a bath  for  elderly  householders 
e,specially  if  using  wheel  chairs. 

3.  For  all  wheel  chair  users,  the  provision  of  sliding  doors,  switches 
at  chair  level,  extensions  for  opening  and  closing  windows,  etc. 

4.  For  all  aged  persons'  bungalows  or  flats  the  following  should  be  a 

must: 

(a)  Central  heating — to  eliminate  the  laying,  stoking  and  cleaning 
of  a solid  fuel  fire. 

(b)  Double  glazing  to  reduce  the  heat  loss  and  therefore  reduce  the 
fuel  costs. 

(c)  Sliding  doors. 

(d)  Shower  cabinets  with  seats  and  flexy  arm  showers  instead  of 
baths  which  can  be  death  traps.  These  should  be  standard 
fitments.

During  1964  there  were  126  notifications  of  infectious  disease. 


Measles 

There  were  94  cases  notified. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

There  were  8 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified.  This  equals  the 
record  low  figure  of  1957. 


Dysentery 

'I'here  were  12  notifications.  One  amoebic  dysentery  and  eleven  sonne. 
The  sonne  involved  four  families. 


Whooping  Cough 

There  were  3 notifications  of  this  disease.  One  child  had  received 
combined  diphtheria/pertussis  vaccine  in  1955.  The  other  two  were 
unprotected. 


Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  9 notifications  of  this  disease. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  food  poisoning  during  the  year.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

During  llie  year  8 cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified.  There 
were  no  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This  is  another  low  figure  for 
the  area  and  in  view  of  the  considerable  migration  of  population  into  this 
district  it  is  most  satisfying  to  see  a reduction  in  notifications.  Half  of  the 
cases  were  over  45  years  and  only  one  was  below  25  years  of  age. 

On  the  31st  December,  1964,  there  were  110  cases  on  the  tuberculosis 
register — the  lowest  for  many  years.

Work  for  the  eradication  of  bed  bugs  was  carried  out  at  5 Council  houses 
and  2 private  houses  and  for  cockroaches  and  other  insects  at  148  hou.ses. 

During  the  year  1 case  of  scabies  w'as  investigated  and  all  bedding  and 
clothing  disinfected  [n  the  Council’s  Steam  Disinfector. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Phase  2 of  the  major  scheme  to  re-sewer  the  whole  of  the  district  is 
nearing  completion. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

1 he  whole  district  is  supplied  by  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth 
Water  Undertaking.  The  water  has  been  adequate  and  of  good  quality. 

Water  for  the  swimming  pool  at  Humford  Mill  is  taken  from  the  River 
Blyth,  is  of  continuous  flow  and  sand  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  entering 
the  pool.  For  the  four  summer  months  during  which  the  pool  was  open  the 
attendance  was  15,323  children  and  adults  in  addition  to  season  ticket  holders 
and  organised  school  parties. 

55  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  and  examined  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  23  from  the  mains  supply  and  32  from  the 
swimming  pool.  10  samples  from  the  latter  showed  varying  counts  of  bacillus 
coli.  The  polluted  water  from  the  river,  especially  in  dry  weather,  places  a 
big  responsibility  on  the  chlorinating  plant. 

14  houses,  mostly  slum  clearance,  are  still  served  by  a standpipe  in  the 
back  yard.

riiis  is  undoubtedly  the  most  important  public  health  legislation  which 
has  been  introduced  for  many  years  and  makes  provision  for  the  first  time 
for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  employees  in  these  premises. 

The  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  May,  1964,  with  a three  months  period 
during  which  the  occupiers  of  premises  were  to  register  with  the  appropriate 
authority.  Family  businesses  and  those  employing  persons  for  less  than  21 
man  hours  are  to  be  exempt.  Other  responsible  authorities  are  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories,  H.M.  Inspector  of  Mines  and  Quarries,  and  the  County  Council 
Fire  Authority. 

We  are  indebted  to  H.M.  Superintending  Inspector  of  Factories  and  H.M. 
District  Inspector  of  Factories  for  their  visits  and  conferences  and  the  help 
they  have  given  in  solving  the  many  problems  which  have  arisen  with  this 
new  legislation.

I'he  licensing  of  retailers  of  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  and  Untreated  milks 
and  the  taking  of  samples  of  milk  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Health 
Department. 

33  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  1 sample  for  a biological  test.  All  were  reported  as  satisfactory. 


Ice  Cream 

Three  premises  are  still  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1955, 
lor  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream,  two  by  the  heat  treatment  method  and  one 
by  the  cold  mix  process. 

78  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  all  conform  to 
the  standards  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  with  hot 
and  cold  water  for  hand  washing,  etc. 

49  .samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  I’ublic 
Health  I^tiboratory,  46  wepe  Grade  1,  two  were  Grade  2 and  one  was  Grade  3. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

Three  private  slaughterhouses,  u.sed  by  four  butchers,  are  still  operating 
within  the  district.  All  are  fully  equipped  and  maintained  in  accordance 
with  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958.  Regular  inspections  are 
made  by  Veterinary  OITicers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food. 


A 100%  inspection  of  all  carca.ses  and  olfal  has  been  maintained  through- 
out the  year  and  all  carca.ses  stamped  fit  in  accordance  with  the  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations,  1963.  No  charge  is  made  for  inspection. 

Once  more  no  Tuberculosis  has  been  found  in  the  bovine  animals  and 
(mly  2%  in  pigs.
